CANOE SAFETY 

Each year somewhere in Michipan 
canoe accidents result in drownings. 
These lives could have been saved 
Ly a lilde knowledge of safety in a 
canoe—even when the craft upsets, 

While an overluaded canoe is al- 
myst sure to swamp in any kind 
of a sea, it can withstand surpris- 
ingly heavy weather when nermally 
loaded and properly handled, either 
by one or two persons, Guides and 
hunters operating in big Canadian 
Lakes use canoes consistently, cross- 
ing large expanses of water in 
weather that would down many a 
rowboat. Such skill comes with 
years of experience. The point af 
this article is a few tips in survival 
in case of an upset. 


Nen-Siniable 
If yeu capsize in your cange re- 
member first of all that the craft 
will not sink. If you are not a good 
swimmer keep your head and fol- 
low this simple procedure: NEVER 
try to crawl on the betiom of an 
overturned canoe. It is very un- 
stable, will offer little hand-héld, 
and will durnp you off in a trice’ 
Get the canoe right side up, even 
if it is waterlogged. Climb into the 
mid-section, stretch out Full length 
in the water, on your hack, and

The American people are spending something like 
$30,600,000,000 a year on leisure and recreational ac- 
hvity, which is half as much again as we spend for 
either clothing or shelter..There are,,. of course, two ob- 
vious reasons why so vast a sum should be spent in 
this fashion. First is the shortened work week, which 
has given more people more free time—in 1929, the 
Fortune article says, the week was nearly 50 hours 
long, while now, leaving out agricultural workers and 
qvertime, it averages about 40, This trend has been ac- 
companied by a sharp rise in paid holidays. and in the

is the dramatic jump in average family income. In 1929,

| chloride a chemical which kijls 
the bacteria. 
- After the milk is tesled it is 
put ina large storage tank,- which- 
is kept quite cold so the milk 
will keep at 36 degrees. The 
sides of the tank are stainless 
steel, 

The milk then goes to the pas- 
teurizer which is kept at 143 de- 
grees for 30 minutes. The heat 
in the pasteurizer kilis all the 
germs in the milk.
